Thb acquisition of a coaiplete and trustworthy scheae 
for the foundations of the oldest history of eren one 
welUdefined r^on m the andent world is no mean 
addition to science, and perhaps only those who work 
in less favoured fields can duly appreciate the fortune of 
the Aasyriologist in this important respect Thanks to 
dlscoreriee which date almost entirely from the last ten 
years, this claim can now be made with confidence for 
the early period of history in Babylonia. This shMt 
essay is an attempt to utilise the latest available material, 
which seems to afford sufficient indications to furnish at 
last an entirely connected scheme of chronology, which 
rests, not upon conjecture, but upon the endeoce of 
w r itten records, ^t are, in comparison, almost a3 old as 
the events which they commemorate. Kor most it be 
forgotten that this is due, in very great measure, to the 
good fortune which has attended one particular series of 
ezcavations, namely, tho s e which have beea carried 
on since 1888, on the site of the ancient city of 
Nipper, by the successive expeditions of the Uoiversity 
of Peansylvania. In connection with this essay on

THE EARLY DYNASTIES OF SUMER 
AND AKKAD. 


Chapter I. 

Source*. 

That the fiabjlomao scribes had preaerred at least the chtono- 
logical ctrUfee of tbeli history from the Flood until the Peniaii 
conqueat had always been ioferred from the Greek cradiuoQ bund 
io the late exeerpiora of Berossus. But it Is only in recent yeaia 
that nadve evidence has become availdUe, in the fn^ests of 
standard works on chxonology, which appear to hare been diewu 
up and le^opied at the central shrine of Nippur. It is ua- 
necesaiy here to do more than mention that this eridencA 
has, uot^ very recently, been coostituled by what may be called 
two groups. The collection of Nippur iraginents published by 
Dr. Poa»c. {Bisffirual Texts) lakes up the history of Babylonia 
immediately aiier the Flood, and would, if complete, bare coa- 
tmoed it to the end of the Isin Dynasty, which immedlaSly 
preceded the First Dyoasty of Babylon. Such, however, is the

text U comprietely missing and a great gap exists between tbw 
very early Dysaaty of Awan and that of Isin, which con^de^

been such as nay be thu bnefly summarised. Disr^diog 
the l^ecdary kii«s "before the Flood," our infonnaiioa began 
apparemly with the Fuat Dynasty “after" that event, which was 
aa^ed to the dty of Kish. ITiis was followed by a dynasty of 
Urek, aod this again by one of TJr, after which there existed a 
ttc^dom of Awm, though few details of it were preserved Then 
cane a considerable gap, over which it was obvioosly necessary 
to dto i bwe t cumber of kings already known, but nathing ncwe 
rtiaw eoajecccrt could determiae their place or the menber <A 
tbdr dycisties. On the other side of this gap the List was re> 
«QBed abruptly by tbe Scam tablet at the dynasty of AkshaJc, 
nod csriel OD, with only a slight break, to the beginoiog of 
OdtiutB. Of Ihb last dynasty ftagments d the names of two 
preserved by Ko. 4 of JJistvruAl Texts, after ^ich 
unch9, Im much emaller, gap intervened before the openii^ of 
tbe weOinowB kingdom of Ur inaugurated by Ur-Engur. The

The latter i* an entirely new revelation, and completes the lUt of 
the “eleven cities of royalty^ aummarUed In ffisfmeel T^xis, 
p. 78, Adab and Mari having been already conjectured by Poibsl 
on reasonable grounds, though these also lacked confirmation 
before the discovery of L The duration of the ^aniaai kingdom 
is lost, for h preserrei only pert of (be name of one king, Kever- 
thelesi it ii probeUe that this kingdom actually comprised only 
one king, who reigned for seven years. The enumeration of 
kingdoms in Jfis/. Tixff, p. 77, is broken aher Awan, but retains 
the information that the next hegemony was unique in the dty 
which held it, and that It was exercised by one king who reigned 
for seven years. PoaeeL has shown (/AV., p. 99) that “the 
enumeration corresponds to the order in which the various cities 
first became seou of kings of Babylonia.” If the results hitherto 
obtained are at all correct, the next ruiv (U., hitherto unmentloned) 
seat of a dynasty after Awan is precisely l^masi, and it is oatural, 
therefore, to assign the “ one king for seven yean “ to this city. 
The position of gamasi is unknown, unless it be possible to 
identify it with the gamafi or yimfi mentioned in tbe inscription 
Of Eri-Nanna, a governor of Lagash In tbe reign of Oimil-SIn, 
king of Ur.^ In this instance it is brought into close connexion 
with the cities of Urbillum and Ganbar, which occur so frequently ' 
in tbe date-formulae as the enemies of Dung! and his successor, 
and would consequently have 10 be sought io the iramediate

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ne^bourbood oT these Elamite cities. If ibis be so» ^arasu 
would represent a second Elamite domination, A wan having been 
^ first Afan from this, 1 am aware of only one other occurrence 
of the nanw, but thJs in a di^laHy Interesting connexion which 
my provide a starting point for an attempt to bndge the next 
golf ID the records. Two fragments of a vase from Nippur^ bear 
pen of a dedicatios to the god llbaba by Utu^ of Kish, 
who calls bittself Smiter (?) of ^amasi.” This, then, is perbapa 
as echo of tbe overthrow of the city, and, if so, we might proceed 
to mfer that ^ama^ was succeeded by a tl»d dynasty Eisb. 
It is true that Urug does not claim Che style of ** king ” b this 
iaaaipooa but merely that of pa/esi, and it night be held that 
(his dtSQualifies him atf tbe possible founder of a dynasty. But 
is hag yet to be shown that the use of these titles affords a ngid 
dssdnctioc; certainly, the members of XT^Nina’s line at Lagasb 
had DO &mal ri^t to tbe style of ^^king " which several of them 
afeeted, and Vrug nay well have concloued, id the early days of 
bis (R»w«won power, the bonble title which he bad borne under 
die aoverngney of ^aipati. Lf, tbeo, it be permissible to regard 
Utog as tbe first member of a Kish III dynasty, some of his 
socceseois may be readily supplied, Mesilim, Uf'sag.^ 
Logii'tars, and En^Ishtar. But tbe last is known (J^i 7 kx/r, 
zgi) to have been defeated and cq^tuied by Enahakoshaona of 
VnA, which dcy is, thoefore, the successor of Kish III. To 
tiib dyms? of Vmk (U) are genoally assigned the early monarchs 
Eogahtigaboi-dudu and LugaJ-kleal-ei, but In all these cases tbe 
Bees gh*e do sad the asd^tions are made chi^y upOD 
ep<gnpbk>l grotmde or as the result of other hrstoricaJ mdkaticms. 

It ia edbrtunate that tbe evideoce which can be exncted 
fioEa the sdOBBxiea is oot very satisfactory for these dynasties of 
Khh in tai Oruk Q. The total of 51 kiags of Kish is itsdf 
tveotahs and so il tbe sammary of 4 or (d) kbgs tor gi«h 11.

TIm record is oow taken ap by L. V, mhjch here begins a 
kingdom of Adab mti^rared by Lugal-anni-mundu, vbo is said 
b bare been the sole king of his djnast^ aod to hare reigned for 
90 yean- This king is koown from a later eopy of one of his 
teBc rip tioDS poblished as (ext ^fo. 75 in Pobbbl's collection. The 
atatemeftt that be rdgned for 90 jeais is, however, bodi improl^ 
aide m itself and not in accordance with tbe trend of other 
eridesoe which we possess. The aite of Adab is oow known b 
be tte cDodem BismTa, from which Bakbs, during his excavattoos, 
recovered a stone stabe with an arebaic inscription* stating that 
the figure tepresenced one Lugal^-lu, king of Adab. He fooad 
^so a vase bearing a similar legend,* but bis time with be 
of MoeU-?, tlso a kii^ of Adab. There seems reason to suppose 
that bo& tbee rukrs, and po$$^7 oth^ belong to the djnaaty 
hiaugiDated b; Lugal4nni*m(jnd(2, and (bat L. is iocoirect in 
to one king so unusual a leogth of reign.

A broken statuette in the Brioeh Museum bears • frigmentsry 
inscription^ of Shamash, king of Mari, vho nay also be 
aasigned to this dynasty. Of its total length, hor^ever, we have 
no evidence at all, as the summary {/fist Texis, p> 77) i* also 

broken away. For the third gap (between Mari-Akshak) 

we are tberdbre left without any guide. Practically tbe whole 
Of the Akihak dynasty, aa known from io 8 B$ 7 , occurs within this 
gap, for U VI opens with Its concluding summary. This would 
account for a considerable part of the available-spaice, boc whether 
anything intervened between the end of Mari and the beginoing 
of Akshak depends entirely on the length of Mari, which ii 
unknown. The poeriUlity hu already been noted (p. 1$) 
that Ur II might occur In this place. But, while withhold!^ 
judgment, in the absence of any evidence to the cootriry we 
shall assume that no other kingdom did intervene between these 
two. Ilia, however,fairly clear that in this period there has to 
be placed the locstl line of Ur*Nina and his succeteon at Lagsih, 
though it is not necessary to hold that Eannadu wai ever recognised 
u iugo/ of all Babylonia, reigning at Kish. Indeed, the four 
"kingdoms” which the summaiy allows to Kish art already 
accounted for; three have been passed in the preceding page*r 
and tbe fourth is that of Ku*Bau, which succeeded Akibak. 

From this point onwards to the beginning of Gutiomi 
except for a br^ in tbe middle of Agad^ we o« to tbe foils 
light of 10S357, which, though pRoeating a connected text, b not 
without difficulties of its own.

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Chapter VII, 

The rdgns of Lugial-^ag^si and Sa^oo. 

Kisb IV, the t&bli^ cooiiaues, was succeeded hj a iungdoiD 
of Urak (lll)i the sole member of which was Lugal-saggi^ who 
reigned 35 jeara. This celebrated mobarch was known, before 
the discovei7 of io$357, as a subject of a long archaic laacriptioQ 
mgnved on vases dedicated at Kippnr, and also as a gorenor 
of Umma, who sacked the dcy of Lagaah under Uruka^na, ha 
hat king. Since that time the Histeriial ImmpUoHi of PobbSl 
have revealed a number of new facta concerning hjzn» particQlul}r 
that be was defeated and captured by the even more cdebraeed 
Sargot) (Shami'kln), founder of tbe succeeding dynasty Agade. 
It is unnecessary to reemphasise the great interest of the detuh 
which tbe tablet furnishes concerning Sargon of Agade. 
the meanii^ of the signs immediately follot^g his name auet 
still remain obscure owing to uncertainty of reading, he h cteaiiy 
described as having been a gardener,” and this is in accordance 
with tbe "Legend of Sargon,which tells how the io&Dt was 
launched on the Euphrates by his mother and reacoed by Akfci, 
the irrigator, who brought bim up and made him a gardowr. 
Further, a fragment of a history of Sargon, published by Scnsrt in 
the Rhu 4 iAssyrklogU XIII, 176, states that be "grew isp 
among tbe cattle.* IThe next mformatioc given by 108857 ts 
even more mteresUag the yoaog SargOD was ‘'cnpbeare* of 
Tbe tablet has hitherto been misread in die places 
acwd translated “ci^bearer in the temple of Ilbaba.”

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Kifih IV still existed lo support of this, It is possible to ^uote 
the fragnaent mentiooed above (p. 33) which, aAer referriog to a 
king of Kish, continues “to change the rule of toyaJty, to 
prolong (he ruin of his palace, Eztl'J, b; his holy dese^ 
irrevocably resolved; in his place (came) ShamiCD'kln.” No 
mention is made of Lugal-s^gisi intervening between tbe rule of 
Kish and Agade, but Sargon is exhibited as the direct successor 
Of the kir^ of Kish, and, when the story is taken up agiin, he 
appears at tbe head of a rival power odering hostile ^voca^ns 
to Ldgal«zaggUi as tbe prelude to a war in which he was finally 
TKtorious. At wbat precise time these revolts of Lugal^a^isi 
and Saigon horn their loyalty to Kisb took place it is, of course, 
impossible to say. £at it may be pointed out, even If it be do 
more than a ccinddence, that the 35 years of LugisJ-saggisi 
correspond exactly with the r&gns of the last three kings at ICJib 
(11^1143), and one might conjecture that Logal^aaggisi 
claimed his independence upon the death of Us^vadar, but 
lacked either the desire or the means to dispossess the dynasty of 
Kish, which continued until its own city and that of 
came simultaneously under tbe rule of Sargon. Tbe 55 yean of 
tbe latter would seem to include the whole time that be relgced 
in his own dcy, not merely tbe period in which be wu supreme 
is Babylonia; for, even if tbe rule of Lugal^saggisi be wb<^ 
contaioed io the last years of Kish IV, $argc« must have been 
some 70 years old at tbe fall of that dynasty, aad, though H rs 
known that be lived to be an aged man, we caonot veotuie to 
add aootber 55 years to bis life.

Chapter VII [. 

Stories concemiog Sargroa. 

The detail which exhibits Saigon as cupbearer to a former 
kiog, aod as hsing from this oSce to the throne^ is an addition 
fmf^em pm<ris to the stories of his humble Inrth in which all our 
od»f sources concur. This somewhat nalre romance of the 
omniai become king must hare had a peculiar fascination for the 
Bab^oaians; one of the eaiUest rulers “after Che Flood,” Arpit 
ts sidd to have been “ son of a plebeian "^<^QeeQ Ru-bau bad 
been a publican—Irra-imitti, ninih king of lain, set tbe crown 
upon tbe bead of Snlil-banl, hts gardener.^ Better koewn than 
these are the very stmllar stemes wbieh are tdd about a later 
Cttcs, the Persian. The drcumstsntial rvarraLive of 
Harodoms (1, xo 7 -] 3 o), which makes C^rus the grandaou (tf 
As^ige^ and reUtes how his life was secretly saved from the 
Ua^8 iealoosy by an oxherd vbo was charged to expose the ebUd 
ia the desei^ is probably derived throi^h the Medism house of 
Rarpagus from Babylonian scorces. Even this account of the 
QflMpected pw sei T a tion of Cyrus Is remioiseeRt of the rescue of 
the otfiu Sargen from the Eophraies by Akki tbe irrigator. 
But Cttmas bad a vetsion cf die early days of Cyrus even more 
dmMtenitk c^fB Mesopotamian origin, and, lo vkw of its sCtiking 
psmffaftwn with the present story concemiog Sargoo, it may be

Kow 
a boy named Cyrus, a Mardtan by birth, came thus to one 
of die king’s servants, who was set over the palace cleaners. 
Cyrus was the son of Atndates, a bandit through stress of 
poverty, whose wife ArgosCe, the mother of Cyrus, made her 
living as a goatherd. Cyrus, then, hired himself to this 
officer for maintenance; he cleaned the palace and was 
industrious. His master, therefore, gave him a better gar* 
rnent and brought him from among the outside cleanns to 
those who cleaned icstde, in the king's apartments, and 
placed him with (be master of these servants. This insn, 
however, was so cruel, and beat Cyrus so often, that be 
deheited him for the toreh*bearer, who took a fitocy to him, 
and brought lum near the king to be one of hie personal 
torch-bearers. Here, coo, be was distinguished, and now 
passed on to Artembarea, the chief of the cup-bearers, . 
actually held the cup for the king to drink. Artembues 
received him gUdly, aud bade him pour out wine for the 
king's guests. Not loi^ afterwards, when Aitembares was 
wattling him serving well and adroitly, arid oSerisg the cep 
gncduUy, (be king asked Artembares whence came (he boy, 
adding, •* How nicely he serves the wine I" " hCaster,*' r&- 
^kd Arte mb a r es, ‘'he is thy slave, a Persian by birtb, and 
of the Mardiaos, who bath ddivered himself to tne for 
BUintenanoe." Now Artembares was ^d, and it cbaaoed 
that be took a fever, so chat he besought the king to let him 
go to his own bouse until he ahoald be recowad. "Arid 
in cay plac^* be said, *this boy {meaning Cyns^ whom 
tbou approv e st, shall serve thy wine. And, for rtwt I sm 
an eunacb, I wfil also make him my son, if bis service be 
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pletEEing to tbeft, bis n&stcr ” Astyages assentiDg, Anembares 
d«parte 4 with muy diroctiont to Cyrus and many kindnesses 
as to bte own son. Cjnu oow stood beside the king^ offered 
hk cap, aerred bis wine by oigbt and day, and discorered 
niKb discretion and coinage. Artembares died of his 
aickness after adopting Cyms^as bis son, and Astyages 
bestowed on as son, tbe whole of Artembares' subsuooe,

At the tall of the Agade Dynasty, the b^eniony in Babylonia 
paased to an undistinguished line of five kings wbo ruled for 
9 $ yttis in Uruk as the fourth dynasty of that dty. Nothing is 
known of these beyond what appears in loSSs?; thdr names, 
th«r regnal years, and the fact that their role was cut short by 
tbe '*bort of Gutinin,* to which the sovereignty yassed At this
